NTO PRISON FIRE 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., May 25. 
(U P)—Gov. Culbert Olson today 
ordered the state prison board to 
make an exhaustive study of food 
handling at San Quentin prison, 
first step in a thorough investiga­ 
tion of state 
purchases for all 
state institutions. 
A report released by the govern­ 
or enumerated many instances of 
inferior food being served the San 
Quentin prisoners, despite the fact 
high prices were paid for first- 
grade products. 
Olson pointed to 
asserted undernourishment of pris­ 
oners and recent food riots at the 
prison as need for “remedying the 
condition 
by administrative ac­ 
tion.” 
Saving Possible 
The lengthy report cited that 
food experts had estimated that 
the entire cash outlay necessary to 
finance the department of penol­ 
ogy, its director and the crime 
commission “can be 
more than 
covered on what 
can be saved 
from the garbage barrels of San 
Quentin.” 
Olson concluded from the in­ 
vestigation that there is definite 
need for constant inspection; thou­ 
sands of dollars can be saved an­ 
nually by seasonal buying and less 
concentration on price and more 
attention to quality; secure sav­ 
ings up to 50 per cent per month; 
avoid 
overcharges;

sumers in Northern and Central California. 
P. G. & E. informed the railroad* will begin as soon as possible.” 
commission today that it had de 
cided not to appeal to the U. S. 
Supreme Court 
from an order 
handed down by the federal dis­ 
trict court, upholding the com­ 
mission’s original P. G. & E. rate 
reduction. 
Pro-Ra te Re fund 
The $6,000,000 was impounded 
by the P. G. & E. between July 16, 
1933 and April 30, 1936. 
It rep­ 
resents the difference between the 
low rates ordered by the commis­ 
sion in 1933 and the higher rates 
charged by the company before it 
voluntarily lowered its rates pend­ 
ing outcome of litigation with the 
commission. 
Natural gas customers of P. G. 
& E. between 
July 16, 1933 and 
April 30, 1936, will receive the re­ 
fund on a pro rata basis. Interest 
at 4 per cent annually will be add­ 
ed to the $6,000,000. 
“There is a great deal of detail­ 
ed work involved in the calcula­ 
tion of the amounts to be refunded 
to each of the almost half a mil­ 
lion natural gas customers affect­ 
ed,” the company said. 
Huge Task 
“It is estimated that between 
35 and 40 million 
computations 
will be required, which will entail 
some months of work. 
This task 
will be 
prosecuted 
energetically 
and the mailing of refund checks 
to those entitled to receive them 


James B. Black, president of the 
company, said he felt further liti­ 
gation of the case was undesirable 
both from the 
standpoint of the 
customers and the company. 
The history of the protracted 
case began in 1933 when the rail­ 
road commission ordered the com­ 
pany to reduce its ra.es. 
The 
commission based its order on the 
Reproduction value of the com- 
pahy’s holdings.

evaluation and was confiscatory 
The company appealed to the fed­ 
eral district court which overruled 
the commission. 
Orde r Sustained 
The company meanwhile refused 
to lower its rates. The commission 
appealed to the U. S. Supreme 
court. The high court ordered the 
case remanded to the federal court 
with instructions 
that it uphold 
the commission unless it found le­ 
gal error in the proceedings. 
In 1936 the company voluntarily 
reduced its gas rates after im­ 
pounding 
the

differential. 
Last year a three-judge federal 
court carried out the Supreme 
Court’s instructions and validated 
the commission’s 
original order. 
Today the company announced it 
had decided not to appeal from 
that validation.

which they had just es­ 
cap ed was about to close in on 
them ag ain, they told jokes and 
laug hed. 
A tall, p owerful diver, with 
ang ry , red scratches on his neck 
and face from the job he had 
been doing , was in the bell and 
told today about the laug hter 
that cang out when men looked 
death in the face. 
Told Jokes 
The diver’s name is J. H. Mc­ 
Donald and he was flown .here 
from tfce Washing ton navel sta­ 
tion to aid in the rescue work 
on the Squalus. 
There were 10 
men in the bell—eig ht from the 
Squalis, McDonald and a fellow 
diver, J. Mihalowski. 
The life of another man was 
riding on the streng th of the 
cable 
that 
jammed, 
too, 
for 
p rowling around the Squalus on 
an error of rescue was another 
diver. 
“What did y ou do when the 
bell jammed?” McDonald was 
asked today when he came aboard 
the Brookly n from the 
Falcon. 
We told jokes,” he s*id. 
Tension Vanishes 
The bell op erates by means 
of a cable that is run by a motor. 
The bell was about 50 feet above 
the submarine when the cable 
became jammed. 
McDonald said there was a 
moment of silence when the 
cable jammed and the p rog ress 
of the bell toward the surface— 
a 
p rog ress that 
mig ht 
have 
meant the difference between 
life and death for the 10 men 
inside—was halted. 
Then somebody cracked a joke 
and the tension vanished. 
McDonald looked over his ap ­ 
p aratus and saw that the cable 
was jammed. There was only one 
thing to do—lower the bell to the 
bottom and start up ag ain after 
the jammed cable was fix ed. 
Even when the men inside were 
starting back to the black dep ths 
from which they thoug ht they 
had been released they continued 
to talk and laug h. 
Stay s With Ship 
There was considerable con­ 
cern about the diver who 
was 
outside the bell, but the descent 
and the return toward the top was 
made without difficulty and 10 
men step p ed safely out on 
the 
Falcon. 
Among the men in the bell on 
its last ascent was Lieut. O. F. 
Naquin, who, in keep ing with the 
code of seamen, stay ed by his ship 
until the last. 
“On the way up ,” 
McDonald 
said, “Lieutenant Naquin told me 
he didn’t know what sent 
the 
Squalus down.” 
Every thing was strictly 
busi­ 
ness deep down where the Squalus 
had her carg o of the living and 
dead imp risoned, 
according 
to 
McDonald. 
Sig nals that were tap p ed 
out 
were sp ecific instructions and ad­ 
vice on how to conduct the res­ 
cue op erations.

We first took water after 
diving and levelling off at 
50 
feet. 
“Lung s” Rationed 
We blew all of 
the ballast 
tanks at once and the bow took 
an up ang le of about 30 deg rees 
and then we drop p ed to the bot­ 
tom and remained at an ang le 
about 11 deg rees. 
Somebody barely mentioned the 
men in the after comp artments 
and I immediately 
let it 
be 
known that there was to be no 
further discussion of them. There 
was nothing we could do for 
them and there was no sense in 
discussing them. 
We rationed out our Momsen 
lung s and sent up smoke sig nals. 
There was a civilian observer, 
Mr, Preble, in the control room 
with me and he, too, p erformed 
100 p er cent. He was g iven in­ 
structions in 
the use of 
the 
Momsen 
lung 
and 
resp onded 
readily . 
There was no g as in 
the control room at any time, ex ­ 
cep t p ossibly the carbon diox ide 
we created by our own breath­ 
ing . 
Praises Mane» » 
Because of the icy condition 
of the water, we decided to use 
the lung s only as a last resort. 
of Los Ang eles and Mr. and If there had been a leak in the 
ship or any other reason why 
we should doubt our safety , of 
course, we would have used the 
lung s to g et the men out at all 
costs. 
Lloy d B, Maness, an electric­ 
ian's mate, is the man to whom 
owe my life and so also do all 
of the other men who were in 
the control room. 
Maness, act-

But the hum had meant, 
only that vessels were on the sur­ 
face, aware of the Squalus’ p lig ht. 
Would they succeed in g etting 
divers down in time? 
How was 
the weather up there? A storm 
mig ht mean a long delay and any 
delay would be fatal to 33 men on 
the ocean floor. 
Nex t they heard the scrap e of 
the diving bell as it reached the 
Squalus’ up p erside. 
That meant 
the rescuers 
had arrived. The 
hatches were op en, a dim lig ht 
came down from the bell, and the 
Squalus’ survivors had new con­ 
tact with the living . 
Make» Decision 
Only seven men could g o up 
with the bell; the others would 
have to wait until it could be low­ 
ered ag ain. 
Perhap s something 
mig ht hap p en to p revent it being 
lowered ag ain. 
Then the seven 
men would live and the rest would 
die. 
It was up to Naquin, the 
commanding officer, 
to choose. 
There, under the op en hatch, Na­ 
quin ey ed his men. Most imp ort­ 
ant was to send someone who 
could make a detailed rep ort if he, 
the master, didn’t survive. 
He 
chose Lieut. John C. Nichols for 
that p urp ose. Then he p icked out 
the six enlisted men who looked 
the nearest to ex haustion. 
Twice more, Naquin had to g o 
throug h this ordeal — choosing 
some men for life, p erhap s con­ 
demning the others to death. 
La§ t To Leave 
Then, at last .they were all out 
ex cep t himself and seven others. 
Perhap s, he had a feeling of relief 
then 
If the bell didn’t return, it 
wouldn’t be so bad as thoug h the 
bell had never come. But it re­ 
turned and, after the seven had 
climbed into it, he climbed in too, 
the last survivor of the Squalus 
to leave her. 
The drama out there on the 
ocean floor 15 miles off shore had 
reverberations that rolled throug h 
this old navy y ard. 
They cen­ 
tered in the administration build­ 
ing where the wives and sweet­ 
hearts of the living and the dead 
of the Squalus awaite'd news. 
Torn with susp ense, they g reet­ 
ed the earlier disp atches indicat­ 
ing all on board were safe with 
tears of hap p iness. With p athet­ 
ic op timism they interp reted the 
hammer tap s from 
within 
the 
Squalus as meaning that all was 
well. When an officer read the 
messag e from the Falcon—“Res­ 
cue bell g oing down on first trip ” 
—they laug hed the 
hig h 
shrill 
laug h of p ersons whose nerves are 
all but g one. 
When the officer followed this 
with the announcement that the 
bell had come to the surface with 
seven living men they hug g ed one 
another, laug hed, danced, and al­ 
most forg ot to ask the names of 
the rescued. 
The names were read. 
Those 
who heard the names of loved 
ones, did their best to hide their 
joy , lest they hurt 
those who 
hadn’t hear the names they want­ 
ed to hear. 
Then came the announcement 
that 33 men were accounted for 
as alive, and that it was believed 
26 were dead. 
They were heart-tearing min- 
utes, those minutes while the of­ 
ficer read the list of the men 
known to be alive. The list ran 
out and those who hadn’t heard 
the names they had been waiting 
to hear, knew the worst. Bereaved 
women huddled on the step s, cry ­ 
ing . They walked about, aimless­ 
ly , wring ing their hands. 
They 
stop p ed harried officers and im­ 
p lored them to deny the cold facts 
of that list 
Several of the wives refused to 
believe and sat p atiently on the 
step s of the building until near 
midnig ht. Not until it was an­ 
nounced that all survivors had 
been taken from the boat, and 
that rescue op erations had been 
abandoned 
until 
morning , 
did 
they believe. And even the cap ­ 
tain of the y ard had to tell 
them in p erson that all hop e 
was 
g one 
before 
they 
would 
leave. 
The landing of the survivors 
was accomp lished with as little 
fuss as p ossible. The p atrol boat 
bearing the men would come 
quickly to the p ier and, almost 
before the lines were fastened, 
the g ang p lank would be lowered 
and the men taken off. 
All but two of the survivors 
shuffled 
up 
the 
g ang 
p lank 
unaided. Some were in p ajamas, 
some in bathrobes, and some in 
uniform. All had heavy blankets 
around 
their 
shoulders. 
They 
walked with the heavy step of 
the comp letely ex hausted, and 
their ey es were dull. They g reet­ 
ed their relatives mechanically , 
hug g ing and kissing them with 
wooden movements of men in a 
trance. 
There was no laug hter, no 
shouts of g reeting . 
The: men who had been alone 
on the bottom of the sea wanted 
to be- alone on land.

3. Substitute an 18 p er cent 
corp oration income tax for the 
p resent rate which is g raduated 
from 16 Va to 19 p er cent. This 
18 p er cent tax would be an 
corp orations earning more than 
$25,000 annually . 
4. Retain the corp oration stock 
tax and ex cess p rofits tax but 
p ermit corp orations to declare a 
revaluation this y ear instead of 
waiting until 1941. 
Tax es on corp orations earning 
less than $25,000 annually would 
remain unchang ed.

Naquin was the last man to 
walk down the g ang p lank from 
the Harriet Lane. He was wear­

jacket and faded khaki p ants. He 
carried his uniform trousers slung 
over his shoulders. 
Althoug h obviously weary from 
his long vig il on the ocean floor, 
he smiled and waved his hand at 
friends. Mrs. Naquin g reeted him 
with a kiss. 
Then he accomp anied his wife 
to their automobile and they left. 
She drove their car. 
All ex cep t one of the eig ht 
walked unaided from the p atrol 
boat.

So, when I had time to 
think I hop ed that Shirley was 
fortunate enoug h to be in a dry 
section, thoug h hop e was p retty 
remote. 
Find Equip ment 
“X don’t know whether I men- 
toined any thing about my thoug hts 
but I do remember hearing Com­ 
mander Naquin ordering no men­ 
tion of the men in the flooded sec­ 
tion. He realized that such talk 
would be demoralizing and that 
nothing could be done for them 
any how. Our communications were 
cut off with the after sections, the 
telep hones and electricity having 
g one out almost with the imp act 
of hitting the bottom. 
“It was our g ood fortune to have 
the storerooms containing food, 
flashlig hts and necessary equip ­ 
ment in the control room. 
“We did not have the key so we 
broke the lock and each man was 
issued a Momsen lung for emerg 
ency althoug h the use of this lung 
was not immediately in p rosp ect 
The only lig hts we had were hand 
lamp s and the only food iron ra­ 
tions. 
“Nobody ate much at any time, 
but the g reatest lack was fresh 
water, the available water having 
been tainted. I don’t think any 
of the men had a drink of any 
kind from the time of diving until 
we were rescued by the Falcon. 
Wants No Credit 
“The cold was p enetrating and 
we g ot blankets from the officers’ 
quarters and lay down to conserve 
ox y g en and energ y . The forward 
bulkheads were soon op ened on 
the order of Commander Naquin 
and those of us who have survived 
were reunited. 
“I wish to make it clear that I 
acted according to the require­ 
ments of my duty in closing the 
bulkhead door. I have the utmost 
sorrow for my ship mates 
who 
died, but I would not hesitate to 
do the same thing if similar cir­ 
cumstances required and I want 
no credit for having carried out 
something that any other member 
of my crew would have done in 
my p lace.”

An official of the State Fish­ 
eries laboratory, a division of the 
State Fish and Game commission, 
has been quoted as saying this 
about the grunion: 
“On certain series of high tides 
of each year the grunion swim 
ashore to spawn in the sand at 
high-water mark. Because they 
may be easily caught while strand­ 
ed on the beach between waves, 
for many years the grunion were 
doomed to extermination. 
“In 
recent 
years, 
however, 
strict enforcement of a closed 
season on grunion in April, May 
and June, and of regulations on 
methods 
of

grunion 
have checked the trend toward 
extermination. 
“Only the bare hands may be 
used legally in snaring grunion. 
A gnmion hunter may carry a sack 
or similar container, but not use 
it to scoop grunion from the 
beach or water.”

“ WORK MAKES BREAD SWEETER” 
The cry of the W orkers’ Alliance dole recipients 
for larger ‘’wages” wou ld prove most pu zzling to 
Mario Izzo, an Italian immigrant, who went on 
relief in Aliq u ippi, Penn. 
Izzo, according to au thorities was too old to 
work, so he was given a cash dole of $3.60 weekly. 
Old Mario brooded. When he cashed his first 
check he bou ght a broom. 
After that, each day, 
he swept the streets a fu ll work day. Asked why 
he said; 
“W ork makes my bread taste sweeter.” 
Men like Izzo probably cou ldn’t u nderstand the 
u nblu shing demands of men not even on relief 
that private indu stry m u st pay them top wage 
scale for doing nothing. 
Yet demands for dole 
raises and “make-work” legislation grow nation­ 
ally and today the agenda of the California legis­ 
latu re is clu ttered with them. 
The whole cu lt of something-for-nothing philos­ 
ophy, spreading wider and w ider throu gh the ranks 
of private indu stry from its birthplace in the 
ranks of relief “workers,” wou ld du mbfou nd Mario 
Izzo, as it has du mbfou nded thou sands who once 
believed the creed of a fair day’s work for a fair 
day’s pay was a cornerstone of American pride and 
independence. 
It is little wonder that the fellow citizens of 
Mario Izzo, u pon his death, placed an epitaph on 
his headstone, “Work makes my bread taste 
sweeter.”

The administration of the wage-hou r law has 
revised its regu lations fo’r employments of “learn ­ 
ers” at wages less than the minimu m prescribed 
in the Fair Labor Standards Act. 
The catch in the revision is that the “learn ers” 
may not be employed u ntil issu ance of an au thoriz­ 
ing certificate and that certificate m ay not be 
issu ed u nless there is a showing th a t “it is nec­ 
essary to prevent cu rtailm ent of opportu nities for 
employment.” Learners may be only beginners at 
a skilled occu pation. 
Now this means, if it means anything, that the 
labor board u ses its ju dgment instead of the great 
law of “higgling of the market,” as Adam Smith 
talked abou t, to determine whether more appren­ 
tices will cu rtail opportu nities for employment. 
In other words, the Board will be the ju dge as to 
whether lower prices will increase consu mption 
and, thu s, increase employment, or w hether it will 
not. 
Any stu dent of economies knows th a t th at can 
only be determined by a free m arket which wou ld 
lower wages that are ou t of line with other wages 
and, thu s, increase the employment in jobs where 
wages are higher than a free m arket wou ld estab­ 
lish. 
In short, it means more dictation, more govern­ 
ment power and less freedom of the individu al to 
make jobs himself.

It provides for a 
censu s of all wealth (bu t does not 
define wealth), to be taken on the 
ou tbreak of war or on a date,to be 
fixed by a finding that the United 
States is on the brink of becoming 
involved in a war. Every person 
wou ld be obliged to declare his total 
wealth and to su bscribe to a new gov- 
ernment loan in an amou nt which 
wou ld be gradu ated according to his 
wealth. Those with wealth below $1,- 
000 wou ld be exempt. Above this 
minimu m 
the su bscription 
rates 
wou ld start at 5% and rise rapidly. 
Any one with $100.000.000 wou ld be 
maiie ** su bscription of 
and tf he has mor« Iban 
: 
mu st ta^e bonds eq u al 
to 75% of the excess. 
It is proposed to issu e 50-year bonds 
bearing interest at 1%, with ro tax 
exemptions. Failu re to su bscribe the 
proper amou nt wou ld be pu nishable 
by a fine of $100,000, imprisonment for 
five years, or both. 
The P^ess reports give no explana- 
i h* pu rP°s* of the Military 
Affairs Committee in reporting su ch 
an exhibition of financial lu nacy to 
the Senate.

Even the au thor of this fiscal fan­ 
tasy realized that cash su bscriptions 
on the proposed basis wou ld be im­ 
possible. Accordingly, it Is provided 
that property u sefu l for defense may 
be tendered. The effect of splitting u p 
ownership and c.ontrol of the defense 
indu stries was evidently not consid­ 
ered by the Senate Committee in 
charge of ou r military affairs. An al­ 
ternative provision is that su bscribers 
may give their notes, secu red by lien 
of their property. Su ch notes are to 
bear 6% interest, althou gh the su b­ 
scribers will receive only 1% on the 
bonds. 
The biggest Joker in a bill that la 
composed exclu sively of jokers is the 
provision that the President may is­ 
su e cu rrency against the property or 
notes received in su bscriptions, u p 
to the valu e of the secu rity. Senator 
Lee was q u oted by the press as say­ 
ing that this was not confiscation, bu t 
merely a forced loan, Intended to pro­ 
vide the government with money for 
as long as the wealth lasted. 
What a long, involved nonsensical 
plan this is to cover u p the proposal 
to make the next war finance pro­ 
gram a printing press program! Why 
not come ou t and directly advocate 
Greenbacks, for that is what the 
scheme means. The .Greenback is a 
forced loan and it does not bear even 
1% interest. This scheme pu rports te 
provide a secu rity for the paper 
money, in the form of a pledge of the 
nation’s wealth. Bu t that plan has also 
been tried and discredited. Two hu n­ 
dred years ago the American colonlea 
tried to create wealth and pu rchasing 
power by organizing land banks, and 
au thorizing them to issu e bank notes 
secu red by mortgages of land. The note 
issu e was to be limited to the valu e 
of the land pledged. Bu t as soon as 
the cu rrency inflation raised land 
prices, there was additional margin 
Ln the secu rity against which more 
notes cou ld be issu ed. There is no 
way of disgu ising inflation that has 
not been tried, or that wlU prev ent 
the ru in it produ ces. 
With all of the real obstacle* that 
must be remov ed before the country 
can achiev e economic progress and 
recov ery , it is moat unfortunate that 
such crackpot schemes should occupy 
the attention of the Senate, which 
once, althou gh a long time ago, w u 
called the “greatest deliberativ e 
sembiy in the World."
